Henderson will outline the 
spirit and purpose of the community 
chest plan, and give the workers who 
are to make a haquse to house can- 
vass instructions in the details of 
their work.

MARTINDZ, Sept. 26—Carrying a 
penciled map indicating that liquor 
‘smugglers are bringing rum cargoes 
‘by automobile from a point near 
‘Trinidad, 30 miles north of Eureka, 
to San Francisco, federal officers vis- 
ited here yesterday afternoon and in- 
spected the $10,000 haul of Scotch and 
Canadian liquor made by sheriff's of- 
ficers on the Manuel Cardoza ranch 
near Knightsen yesterday mornine. 
the penciled map was taken from 
one of the four men arrested by Pitts- 
burg officers Wednesday morning 
when they seized three autmobiles 
and $13,000 worth of liquor. 

A road route extending from Trini- 
dad through Eureka, Fortuna and to 
Willits is indicated on the map. It 
is unmarked from Willits south ward 
leading to belief that from that point 
the road was familiar to the map 
possessor. 

Local officers are confident, how- 
ever that the liquor seized at Pitts- 
burg and Knightsen was landed et 
Cardoza’s ranch by a rum running 
launch, Such a_ story was related 
by Cardoza and since he furnished 
other accurate information officials 
credit his statement. 

Cardoza thas pleaded guilty to a 
liquor possession charge and has 
been given the alternative of a fine 
of $400 or a term of 400° days’ in 
the county jail.
